A 
year ago, government holdings of butter, 
cheese and dried mUH corresponded to 1,M0,- 
000,000 pounds of whole milk. Today they 
-total nearly 8,fli3CI,0fla,Oflfl pounds, roughly l!ve 
and a half times as much. These stocks are 
worth about 300 million dollars. 

If the support price of butter Is reduced 
a< planned, Benson said the producer wUl 
get about eight cents less a pound than he 
now la assured. He would expect this to be 
translated Into an equivalent drop in retail 
-prioea to the consumer. - - 

Butter stm would coat more than twice 
■what compethig margarine coats, but the 
narrowing gap might lure more consumers 
back into the butter market from which high 
support prices have driven them.
